The World 
W ar V eterans’ 
act 
was passed June 7, 1924. Under the 
act the time allowed for furnishing 
evidence of disability was one year, 
and this w a s » extended 
to

years, which makes the time 
expire 
June 7 of this year. According to the 
bureau statem ent, after June *, u n ­ 
less congress changes the law only 
those who have filed evidence, 
or 
those whose service records in 
the 
war or navy department show injury 
during service, or those covered bv

LOSS IS IN E STIM A B LE 


Indianapolis, June 1—<U.R)— Rain 
sufficient to obtain the notice ot the 
U. S. w eather bureau fell in Indiana 
during March, April and M ay on 44 
days out of 92. 
This is bound to 
provoke 
the 
statem ent from one person out 
of 
two th at he or she h as 
personal 
knowledge to the contrary, that it 
actually rained 92 days out of 44, 
but the weather man doesn’t bother 
with anything less than .01 
of 
an 
inch. 
The figures were given today by J. 
TT. Armington, Ik S., 
meteorologist 
for Indiana, in a report prepared 
for the United Press. Searching his 
records, Armington discovered that 
1927’s spring will go down in history 
as wetter than any preceding season. 
As fa r back as his records go, Ar­ 
mington could find no parallel. 
Meteorologically speaking, Indiana 
is getting wetter and wetter.

the true cash value of real estate in 
the county, that will enable the board 


to adjust the assessed valuation for 
this year, as provided by a law en­ 
acted by the recent legislature. 


Although there will be 
no com ­ 
plete reassessm ent of real estate un­ 
til 1928, tlie new law provides tlie 
state board may conduct 
hearings 
and collect evidence to change 
as^ 
sessments. The board 
is also em­ 
powered to change assessm ents 
:n 
towns, cities, townships or counties 
as a whole, but adjustm ents of in­ 
dividual assessments can not 
be 
made under this law. 
The recent comparison of asses­ 
sed valuations with actual sale p ri­ 
ces, compiled by H arry Myers, Rush 
county auditor, will serve as valua­ 
ble information a t the hearing. Mr. 
Myers has prepared a comparison, 
by townships, which shows that 
in 
the whole county, farm real estate 
has been selling since July 1, 1925, 
on the average at 3.82 per cent be­ 
low its assessed value. Including 
in 
this comparison only 
were 
farm s 
where the sale price was given 
in 
the deed. All other sales had to 
be 
omitted for obvious reasons. 
N Section one of the 
new act re ­ 
garding real estate assessment and 
providing for adjustm ents this year 
in anv political division, is as Inf­ 
lows : 
Section 1. Re 
it 
enacted 
by the 
general assembly of the State of In­ 
diana, that section 1 of the above en 
titled act be amended to read 
as 
follows: See. 152. The first assess­ 
ment of the real estate made in p u r­ 
suance with the provisions of this 
act, shall be made in the year 1928 
and a like assessment shall be made 
in 1932 and every four years there­ 
after, at the time personal property 
is assessed, and by the same person 
or persons, and each assessor may, 
when taking the lists of personal 
properv, correct all errors of a s se s s ­ 
ment of real estate which he may 
discover on the hooks, either in the 
name of the person to whom the p ro ­ 
perty is assessed 
by change 
of 
ownership or

or in the 
description of property. The a sses­ 
sor shall annually thereafter

notice

publication in two leading newspa­ 
pers representing opposite j>olitical 
parties published 
in such 
taxing 
unit or units, if any there be, or by 
posting in three public 
places 
in 
such unit or units, or in case of the 
reassessment of real estate belong­ 
ing to an individual be considered as 
aforesaid, notice in writing shall be 
given such individual, such notice to 
be served by a proper officer and re­ 
turn be made thereon, such notice 
requiring taxpayers from such unit 
or units or individual to appear be­ 
fore the state board of tax commis­ 
sioners in the county wherein such 
real estate is situated and at a place 
to be designated by the board of tax 
commissioners at the time specified 
in such notice, to show cause, 
if 
any, why such reassessment of real 
estate shall not be made, and if any 
such person or persons 
so notified 
do not appear, or if any appear and 
fail to show any good and sufficient 
cause why such reassessment should 
not be made, 
such 
reassessment 
shall be ordered, and all expenses of 
such reassessment shall be borne by 
the unit or units so reassessed.

Miles South of Manilla 


TWO OTHER SHIPS OVERDUE 


Alanila, P. I., June 
1—<U.£)— The 
constabulary today expressed 
fear 
that 168 persons, reported m issing, 
had drowned when the 
inter-island 
steam er Negros foundered in a ty ­ 
phoon Saturday. 
The ship sunk 150 miles south of 
Alanila, it was believed.

AUTHORIZED RY NEW LAW 


State Board May Make Adjustments 
By Political Divisions, But Not 


For Individuals 


The state board of tax 
commis- 


sioners will hold a public hearing in 
the court house next Monday, begin- 
ning at 10 a. m., for the purpose of 
obtaining 
information 
concerning 


the true cash value of real estate in 
the county, that will enable the board, 
to adjust the assessed valuation for 
this year, as provided by a law en- 
acted by the recent legislature. 


Although there will 'be ' no com- 


plete reassessment of real estate un- 
til 1928, the new law provides the 
state board may conduct 
hearings 


and collect evidence to change as^ 
sessments. The board 
is also em- 


powered to change assessments 
in 


towns, cities, townships or counties 
as a whole, but adjustments of in- 
dividual assessments can not 
be 


made under this law. 


The recent comparison of asses- 


sed valuations with actual sale pri- 
ces, compiled by Harry Myers, Rush 
county auditor, will serve as valua- 
ble information at the hearing. Mr. 
Myers has prepared a comparison, 
by townships, which shows that in, 
the whole county, farm real estate 
has been selling since July 1, 1925r 
on the average at 3.82 per cent be- 
low its assessed value. Including in 
this comparison only 
were farms 


where the sale price was given in 
the deed. AH other sales had to be - 
omitted for obvious reasons. 


Section one of the new act re-"" 


garding real estate assessment and 
providing for adjustments this year . 
in any political division, is as foU 
lows: 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the 


;eneral assembly of the State of In- 
diana, that section 1 of the above en 
titled act be amended to read as 
follows :• Sec. 152. The first assess- 
ment of the real estate made in pur- 
snance with the provisions of this 
ae)t, shall be made in the year 1928 
and a like assessment shall be made 
in 1932 and every four years there- 
after, at the time personal property 
's assessed, and by the same person' 
or persons, and each assessor mayr 
when taking the lists of personal 
iropery, correct all errors of assess- 
ment of real estate which he may 
discover on the books, either in the 
name of the person to whom the pro- 
lerty is assessed by change 
of 


ownership or otherwise, or in the 
lescription of property. The asses- 
sor shall annually thereafter 
also 


assess any real estate or improve- 
ment found omitted, and also note 
and list all changes found 
in im-

Detroit office Dr. Land perfected the 
process of using porcelain for filling 
teeth, invented a gold inlay system 
and developed other revolutionary 
dental methods, writing in 1875 and 
asiain in 1911 books on dentistry

dentistry wasn't the only 


thins to which Dr. Land turned his 
inventive genius. He perfected and 
patented such things as incandes- 
cent grates for furnaces, and
